This region is generally known as the ''Ed- 


wards Plateau" a name given it by reason of- the 
continuity of the Edwards Limestone which is 
the chief marker in the surface-formation. 


The surface geology is Lower-Cretaceous 


.(Commanchean.), the same.in character as found 
in Tampico, Mexico, this areal geological horizon 
being continuous from Tampico 
to the Rio 


^Grande extending into Texas where it covers a 
region greater in extent than^ in Mexico. 


Underlying the Cretaceous is the 
Permian" 


followed by {he Pennsylvania!! which is superim- 
posed upon the Tesnus (equivalent of the Bend 
Series.) 


This region is undulating and hilly showing 


numerous bedding planes and sharp escarpments 
exposing the upper formation rendering the task 
of structural surveying an easy matter. 


The beds are undoubtedly of marine origin, 


and their regularity and continuity is phenomen- 
al, fossil beds are found in great abundance, con- 
sisting of Exogyras, Grypheas, Echinoids, Mar- 
supites, Ostrear Larva, Bticcinum, 
Ammonites, 


etc. 


This region has been influenced by the Glass 


Mountain uplift to the West, and by the Llano 
Uplift to the East and Northeast, as.well as by 
the minor intrusiyes in Uvalde and Kinney Coun- 
ties, in which section the conditions obtaining are 
remarkably like those in the Tampico Region— 
these facts will demonstrate that oil should be 
encountered at shallow depths in part of this ter- 
ritory, but it is my opinion *.hat the best results 
will be obtained in the lower formation at depths 
varying from 2600 to 3800 feet. 


Indications have been found in abundance. 


Near Uvalde considerable asphaltum is found. 
On the Whitehead Ranch in Edwards and Val 
Verde Counties three shallow wells each 300 ft. 
deep are producing enough oil to furnish fuel for 
the drilling of-a deep well on this property—this 
well being drilled by Col. Green. 
In Crockett 


County several wells drilled to obtain domestic 
water are showing considerable oil. 


This region is coming.in for a great amount 


of attention and has leased almost solidly for oil 
development. A number of contracts have ^al- 
ready been let and a great amount of development 
will be in progress from now on. 


Personally I regard this region with much 


favor and have spent over five years in the study 
of this region.. From all I have personally ob-. 
served and learned from the labors of my fellow 
colleagues, I have no hesitation in recommending 
the exploitation and development of this region, 
feeling assured that success will reward properly 
applied efforts.
